We have definitely established that DURCAHSICT was branded a 
war crlininal. by the United RaticBoe War Criaes Cdasnlssion in 
London in 15^5, tjnd ve are endeavoring to determine the spediflc 
charges, A recent query by the Swiss states that they have : 
an extradition request for DUECANSCT from the Csech Legation 
and asks if ho is still considered a war crittinal. The answer 
is yes. The query was prompted by a Swiss desire to determine 
whether or not DORCANSKT should be permitted to reenter 
Switzerland. The Sidae deciston in this matter is not at present 
known# Inasmuch as DCJRCAKSffX is now believed to hare Argentine 
citiKenship, this mey not be pertinent, but we believe no harm 
will bo done if DURCA^^SKT is advised that he may be unable to 
reenter Switserland, and also that the Czechs, have requested 
his extradition from that country.
